^  £  'HL  liiQory  of  all  free  nations,  and  ihe  tranfa^ions  of  the  pre- 
lent  a«e,  afford  us  many  inllances  of  the  violence  and  injuf- 
tt<c  of  faction  — This  is  an  evil  infeparable  from  the  .blefling  of 
lllu  rty.  As  long  as  liberty  fubfifts  in  any  nation,  men  of  high  am* 
!hiiion  and  parts  will  llrive  to  advance  iheinfelves,  by  railing  com* 
j]>l  lints  aiitJ  clamour  againll  thofe  who  are  in  poflellion  of  power* 

I  I'.cy  will  he  fupported  by  men  who,  in  various  ranks  of  life, 
inive  the  (ante  afpiring  views,  by  an  ignorant  and  credulous  rabble, 
and  even  by  clifeerning  and  impartial  friends  of  liberty,  when 
they  I’ee  no  otiicr  means  to  bring  about  a  delirable  change  in  the 
ll.ite,  or  get  the  better  of  an  odious  adminillration.  Wilc^'ineo 
ilierelore  will  not  be  much  alarmed  at  the  appearances  of  fa^ion, 
long  as  it  can  be  reltrained,  by  the  moderation  of  honed  men, 
hoin  producing  fatal  commotions  or  dangerous  infurredtions  aghinft 
^  ^vcll  ellablilhed  government.  1  doubt  not  that  every  fober  and 
g'»od  man  in  Great  Britain,  blames,  in  his  heart,  the  excefles  of 
^  liic^iori  which  has  ‘lately  rioted  in  l-he  (buthern  parts  of  thii 
I'lngdoin.  This  faction  has  (lirred  up  and  promoted,  with  Hrange 
luccels,  a  molt  unnatural  and  unpolitical  .diftindt ion  and  dilalfcc* 
lion  between  the  people  of  the  two  united  kingdoms.^  They 
have  encouraged  a  fpirit  of  animofity  in  onr  colonies*  againft  the 
Jmiiher.couiHry,  equally  hurtful  to  both— They  have  iofulted 
king  Nvitiiciut  any  (hew  of  rca  (bn— Did  orbed  the  peace  of  ih^ 

1  in:»do!n  :  and,  by  all  ihefc  means,  they  have  excited  oor  com*

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nioM  criMiiies  (who  hut  very  lately  were  reJuct  cl  to  the  lowed 
cf  hiimiliiy  by  the  united  power  of  Britain)  to  llir  up  a  new 
and  to  take  advantage  of  our  divided  and  dillracted  ftate.  ThiijH 
js  a  jud  piedure  of  tiie  faction — yet,  after  all,  the  true  lovers 
"Britain,  the  legitimate  foiis  of  liberty,  have  no  caule  to  fear 
fatal  fonfcquence  from  ihofe  evils  of  faction.  As,  in  the  courfe 
oui*  domeilic  diforders,  the  belt  raen  dtferted  this  faction,  wheQ,H 
in  its  wild  career,  it  threatened  dangerous  lucafuies  ;  fo,  if 
have  a  war,  faction  will  be  cjuiet — Britain  will  again  exert  its  united H 
]>ovvcr — and  tun  enemies  will  repent  their  temerity,  asyhey  ciidH 
at  the  tontlufion  c»f  the  lad  glorious  war.  I  l  etiirii,  therefore,  to H 
iiiv  flrd  proposition,  that  faction  is  infeparable  from  liberty;  andj 
1  mud  add,  that  thougli  the  people  of  i\<»rth  Britain  air  jndly  in. 
titled  to  prailc,  in  fo  far  as  they  denieil  all  aid  to  llie  violence  of 
oppofition,  and  even  w  iili  mill  h  unanimity  oppofed  it  ;  yet,  on  the 
Cither  hand,  it  is  ineiimhcnt  upon  us  to  be  very  careful,  w  hile  we 
avciid  one  extreme,  led  we  fall  into  another  extreme  more  dangc. 
rolls  and  difgraceful  to  a  free  people,  I  mean  the  want  of  a  juft 
aiui  proper,  a  laiional,  and  even  a  xealous  concern  for  the  libertiei 
ot’  our  coiinirv.  Let  tfs  nut  be  too  tame  neither,  it  were  better 
to  lie  agitated  bv  tiie  paiTions  of  faction,  mixed  with  the  fpirit  of 
lioeny,  than  to  hedebafed  by  a  iervile  compliance  to  power,  and 
.tu  undiiiingullhiug  attachment  to  the  perfons  w  ho  get  uppcrir.oll 
in  the  fcrand'ics  for  preferment.  A  mod  illudiious  body  of  our 
nobles  have  iatt'ly  gained  immortal  honour  by  their  oppofition  to 
the  iiidates  of  power,  which  had  alniod  hecouic  habitual,  though 
inconfillent  with  every  notion  and  idea  of  lihertv.  'I  he  elecdioii 
lit  tern  por  it  I  Scots  peers,  like  the  election  of  fpiritnal  Englifli  peers, 
was  directed  by  a  Conge  d'Elire,  Let  us  honour  and  didinguifli 
thole  inilv  glorious  peers,  who  have,  with  real  dignity,  and  with* 
c*ut  the  diff)rderiy  fpirit  of  faction,  alferted  the  liberties  and  indc- 
pendeiu  y  of  their  higli  order.  l>ui  let  us  not  negleci  the  dill  j 
more  eifential  rights  of  the  commons  of  Scotland,  and  of  llic 
people  in  general  The  power  and  atiluence  of  noble  families 
may  couiinue  to  (iihfid  under  arbitrary  government,  and  they  arc 
toiuctinifs  made  fubfervient  pillars  to  fupport  a  tyranny.  But  the 
prolpeiiiv  and  happinefs.  ot  the  people  depends  w  lu^lly  on  the 
pretcrvaiion  of  their  liberties.  A  tyranny  may  led'en  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  nobility,  but  it  is  fare  deltruction  to  the  great  body  of  the 
people.  1  have  been  led  into  thcle  reflections  by  a  repeated  ob- 
fervation,  which  1  have  made  with  much  concern,  that,  in  the 
couife  of  the  bail  w'ar,  and  lately  fiiice  the  threatening  of  a  neW 
w'ar,  »uir  magillratrs  in  Scotland  liave  not  «acded  with  lo  much  re- 
(rrve  and  tcudernefs  to  the  liberty  of  the  fubjecl  in  the  affair  of 
4m[>fcliing  men  as  might  have  been  c'xpecfed,  and  as  perhaps  they 
would  have  ohferved,  if  properly  cautioned.  Let  us  not  repeat 
grievances  nor  dwell  on  an  unplcafaiit  fubjccl.  Suffice  it  to  ob- 
ferve  what  every  one  will  remember,  that,  eluting  the  laft'war,’* 
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unv  }?.ird  thbigs  were  done,  unallowed  by  law,  unpracftired  in 
in  order  to  promote  the  bulinefs  ol*  iinprcning  men  both 
,r  ilie  land  and  lea  fcrvice.  This  country,  juft  riling  10  iudiiftry 
id  improvement,  was  drained  of  men,  who  lerved  the  public  with 
illiiiction,  and  were  applan<led  For  their  fervice  by  the  great 
idcr  of  that  war.  Let  us  forget,  as  foon  as  we  can,  the  bad  rc- 
.mi,  Nve  had  for  ibis  Fcrvice  from  the  citizens  of  London,  thougli 
hcv  reaped  the  largert  fliare  of  the  benefits  which  arofe  from  that 
iuci  fslul  war.  It  is  yet  too  recent  to  I'e  quite  forgotten,  that 
JUkcs  became  a  favourite  and  popular  gentleman  among  them,  be- 
i)i  e  iu*  h  »d  any  other  merit  than  the  merit  of  an  infamous  and  iili* 
jcr.il  abule  of  this  country.  Upon  the  ftrft  appearance,  however, 
>l’a  new  war,  as  foon  as  authority  was  iflued  for  imprefting  men, 
Kir  jiiiiicip.il  niagillrates  did  not  wait  (as  peihaps  in  prudence  and 
propriety  they  might  have  done)  till  the  example  was  led  by  our 
leig  il).)ur<?,  more  o|>ulent  and  interelled  in  the  events  of  war;  they 
iniiudi  nely  publilhed  liberal  premiums  to  encourage  volunteers. 
I’lii*;  coiuliKft  may  admit  of  a  generous  conftrutftion.  Let  us  allow 
lu*  bell  conllriRuion.  But  fure  it  is  the  duty  of  our  inagiftrates 
0  ibcw  a  decent  regard  for  the  intcreft  of  our  country,  and  a  pro- 
er  tenderiiefs  for  the  liberty  of  thofe  valuable  men  who  are  the 
bjecls  of  this  unconftitutional  pratftice.  They  Hiould  not  ftir  one 
*ep  beyond  the  known  limits  which  are  preferibed  by  the 
\\\d  ])roceedings  of  the  beft  and  wileft  inagiftrates  in  Lnglaiul.  I 
[I  >  by  no  means  intend  to  recommend  the  example  of  certain  pa- 
irioiic  aldermen.  See,  (as  they  mod  improperly  called),  who 
nve  refilled  to  indorfe  warrants,  and  have  atfted  upon  the  prin- 

[i|)lc  that  imprefting  is  altogether  illegal. - The  practice  of  our 

wife  neighbours  the  Dutch  may  indeed  convince  us,  that,  on  great 
r  ccafions,  naval  levies  may  be  effe«flually  made  by  methods  con- 
liiteut  witli  liberty.  But,  till  our  legiflature  lliall  eftablifti  fuch  fa- 
I’ltary  and  dclireable  methods,  we  mull  fubmic  to  a  practice  which 
tlic  liw  has  tolerated,  but  never  has  authorized.  Let  us,  however, 
in  this  act,  as  the  heft  niagiftrates  do  in  England,  with  tendernelk 
.'uul  concern  for  our  fellow- fubjeifts,  equally  intitled  to  liberty  as 
oiirfelves,  yet  fuffeiing  for  the  public  intereft  an  occaftonal  fubjec- 
tion  to  arbitrary  power.  Every  lover  of  his  country  muft  eariieft- 
ly  will),  that  our  niagiftrates  may  be  atftuated  by  the  fame  fpiric. 

1  li  ive  heard  reports  of  ftrange  abufes  and  excefles  in  this  bufinefs, 
tbo*  iheie  is  yet  no  certainty  of  a  war.  I  hope  there  is  no  foun¬ 
dation  for  thefe  reports.  I  have  heard  that  an  incredible  number 
of  line  young  lads,  .all  under  age,  have  been  lately  trepanned  into 
ihe  fcrvice  of  the  Eajl-India  company,  from  one  conjlderatle  town 
j>Mhe  north;  and  that  the  inagiftrates  in  fomcof.our  burghs, 
from  notions,  I  fuppofe,  of  cliftinguilhing  their  zeal  in  the  fcrvice, 
have  gone  about  perfonally  in  the  execution  of  prefs-warrants,  and 
have  made  no  diftineftion  between  land  and  fea^mcn.  But  1  muft 
own  1  could  no  longer  rcftraiii  my  indignation  from  breaking  out 
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in  ninnitory  manner,  wlien  1  verv  Ltcly  (aw  a  piihlic  advfr.  I

decency  for  m.igillraies  lo  go  along  \\\l\\  prefs- gangs ^  and  what  le¬ 
gal  or  other  authority  they  have  to  lay  open  every  rnarCs  door 
'^defc  any  fiihcded  peifon  vjas  thought  to  be.  It  is  certainly  a 
mo  l  ext  \w: dinary  order,  tliat  no  Jkulhers,  either  fea  or  land-nun 
!'*all  have  tinv  rcjidence  in  their  town.  If  any  of  thetfijelvei 
til. mill  )>rel*iime  to  /hulk  from  a  prefs-gang,  they  arc  clearly  fub- 
jeeted  to  this  :\\\\\\\  interdidio  aquec  ct  tgnis  ;  for,  if  the  latitude  of 
pyepiing  reaches  land-men,  there  is  no  rule  nor  room  for.dillint^Iiofi. 
The  u;/.’;/;v:;  v  vdll  of  prefs-gangs  is  our  law,  Hut  they  . will  do 
well  to  conlider,  if  any  conllruc^ion  of  law,  or  tolerated  praiftke,^ 
h.is  yet  extended  to  the  power  of  imprefling  land-men  ;  *and  ina- 
gilliaics  in  general  will  do  well  to  advert,  that,  without  an  exprefi 
act  of  pai  liaincnt  (vAhich  has  always  been  temporary,  and  relative 
only  to  vagrants,  or  perfoiis  having  no  lawful  employment),  iw* 
piefs  laml-uicn  may  be  confidered  as  a  violation  of  the  liberty  of 
ibe  fnbjrof,  and  as  an  illegal  and  oppreflive  a<fl.

IV  wc  TiippoTe  a  foreigner,  whoTe  mind  is  fired  with  the  love  of 
libel  ly,  and  has  with  pleaTure  learned  and  admired  the  Britiih 
(OMliiiutioii,  whole  free-born  Tubjetds,  hidory  informs  him,  are  To 
Ttfe  in  their  pcrTf)ns  and  property,  that  the  nieaned  peaTant  can 
have  legal  redreTs  againd  the  highed  lord. 

W  hen  he  reads  of  the  noble  elforts  made  by  our  ancedors,  who 
ellabllllied  the  Magna  Cha*ta,  Bill  of  Kights^  &c.  thereby  he 
^>oulJ  naturally  TuppoTe,  that  the  lowed  Tubjecl,  without  guilt, 
could  not  be  detained,  or  violently  imprilbned,  by  any  public  of- 
llccT,  nay,  nor  by  majelly  iifelf :  But  fuppofe  this  foreigner  to  ar- 
live  in  Britain  at  this  period,  and  behold  a  prefs-gang,  with  a  na-. 
^al  officer  at  their  head,  running  from  boufc  to  houfe,  and  tearing, 
by  force  of  arms,  thoufands  of  ufeful,  indudrious  and  brave ‘free¬ 
born  Tubjects  from  their  habitations,  and  hurrying  them  to  what 
Ibij)  or  pi  ifon  they  pleafe;  he  would  as  naturally  alk.  What  crime 
bavc  they  committed,  that  they  are  thus  punidied  ?  But  how* 
great  his  amazement  when  told,  that  they  were  guilty  of  no  other 
liian  being  art  and  part,  perhaps,  with  brave  Admiral  Hawke,  in 
deftroying  the  French  fleet, ^r  having  a  hand  in  humbling  the 
proud  Dons,  and  burning  their  fliips  at  the  Haranoah  ?  for  which 
Tcivicc  thoufands,  after  wading  their  bodies  with  fatigue,  and 

'  braving 
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braving  every  danger,  were  paid  two  or  three  pounds  at  their  ■ 
fharc  ot*  the  mighty  Tpuilzie,  then  tliihandcd,  and  allowed  tago  R 
home  in  poverty,  to  Hiift  lor  them  (elves  ?  And  now  tbcfe  arc  the  ■ 
crimiiials  whom  he  fees  dragged  away  like  (eloiis. 

'riiis  llranger  would  ceruioly  think  the  hillories  of  )>riii/h  free.  E 
dom  were  all  fictitious,  and  that  be  eame  to  as  del'poiie  a  govern.  1 
inent  as  any  of  the  eallern  empires,  But,  were  he  to  afk  the  rca.  ■ 
foil  of  this  Urange  procedure  at  a  lenfible  man,  he  would  tell  him,  I 
that,  though  we  Invr  nohk*  laws  for  the  protection  of  our  perfom,  I 
yet  ncccliiiy  fomeiimes  fupericdes  them,  and  the  fenate  of  GrCjit  I 
liriiain  are  oliliged  to  wink  at  the  highell  oppreHion,  to  prevent 
an  immediate  liippreflion  of  our  laws,  or  a  tonqued  of  our  coun* 
try  bv  our  enemies,  who  are  Id  near,  and  fo  coidlantly  watching 
to  catch  IIS  at  an  unguarded  hour. 

Would  he  not  fay,  Is  there  no  remedy  to  prevent  this?  Surely, 
there  is,  if  properly  coufidered.  I  thereiore,  through  the  chan¬ 
nel  of  your  i\lagaz.ine,  will  give  fnne  hints,  which,  (hould  a  pa¬ 
triot  in  power  ihiuk  projie’r  to  inijirove,  may  he  of  ufe  to  prevent 
rhe  growing  evil  of  iiiipreding  brave  failors,  by  making  them  vo- 
hiiueers  to  the  IWitiOi  (lag.  'The  retaining  a  number  of  feaoicn 
lias  been  oiieni  propoled,  bui  never  put  in  execution..  If  the  go¬ 
vernment  would  allow  two  hundred  tboiifand  pounds aftnuntf 
lo  he  p  lid  only  in  lime  of  peace,  to  forty  thouland  able  bodied 
(ailois  (which  is  jiil\  5  1.  per  man),  whole  names  (hould  lie  duely, 
rogiricred  in  the  culbmi-houfes  of  the  diiTereiit  fea-ports,  and  who 
jirnild  never  go  on  any  voyage  wuihoui  intimating  it  to  the  proper 
ediicer,  and,  at  any  furmife  of  a  war,  (hould  be  conlined  to  fail  only 
iji  the  narrow  (Vas,  there  would  be  near  that  HUmber  of  brave  wo-' 

I  jnieer s  ready  at  all  times  to  man  the  (leei. 

It  has  been  thought,  that  a  great  number  of  more  fliips  (hould 
likewiie  be  kept  in  commiffion  at  the  clofe  of  a  war,  whereby  from 
ten  10  tvveiuv  ilioul'i’id  more  fiilors  might  be  continually  in  pay. 
Surely  no  money  can  be  better  employed  than  in  fiipporting  the 
lii  itilh  navy,  the  very  (ighi  of  wliofe  lofty  Hiips,  cruijiing  along OQr>* 
enemies  co  ills,  would  keep  them  in  awe,  confirm  the  peace,  and  be 
an  honour  to  Britain.  Neither  do  1  fee  any  realejn  why  moft  of 
incl'e  (hips  might  not  l>e  prolitably  employed  as  tranfports  in  cir- 
rving  out  (lores,  men,  Sen.  to  all  our  foreign  forts  and  colonies,  and 
bringing  home  in  ills,  hemp,  (lax,  pitch,  tar,  pig-iron,  and  other 
tiiatcri.^is  for  the  royal  navy  :  perhaps  tome  would  not  think  it  be¬ 
low  the  dignity  of  a  king’s  (hip  to  be  employed  in  carrying  from 
cliilant  colonies  other  branches  of  trade.  ‘ 

Would  it  not  be  likewiie  extremely  reafonable,  that  our  colonifi 
(lioiiKl  l>e  obliged  10  pay  5  I.  per  man  in  tiine  of  peace,  to  ten  of 
twelve  thoul'and  (ailors  of  their  countries,  to  be  retained  and  ready 
at  all  times  to  man  the  (hips  of  war  feat  out  lo  protect  them  and 
tbeir  trade  from  ruin. 
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Oiir  feamen,  of  all  fubjeds,  have  made  the  nobied  efforts  in  de- 
of  country,  and  nicril  the  ellcem  of  every  Briton :  five 
mwmU  pi^r  annum  in  time  of  peace,  is  hut  a  fmall  reward  for  their 
L  iverv  ;  for,  in  time  of  war  when  they  are  in  pay,  that  annuity 
vouUi  ceafe.  This  would  'have  a  happy  effect  to  increafe  their 
uiinher;  for  inllance,  if  a  poor  man  had  many  fons,  infiead  of  al-

aiployed  as  failors  in  trading  (hips,  to  fupply  ihcfe  taken  to  the 
'riiis  bounty  would  he  the  heft  motive  to  draw  them  to  the 
c  i-llrvice ;  whereas  at  prefent  there  is  the  greateft  difeourage* 
lin  lU  to  fuch.  'I  bey  come  from  their  different  employ meius,  and

Another  great  advantage  attending  this  fubfidy  would  be  re- 
nning  oiir  Tailors  and  carpenters  in  Britain,  many  of  whom,  ^at 
lie  dole  of  a  war,  are  obliged  to  go  into  foreign  fervice,  to  the 
neat  lol’s  ot  our  trade,  and  advoiitage  of  our  neighbouring  rivals  in 
in  nniTu  tiires  and  Ihipping.

)ijt  lio.v  loon  exhaufted  in  ulelefs  penfions  to  thofe  whole  optilenc 
dtates  need  no  acldiiion,  and  fubiidies  to  foreign  princes,  which  a 
kN«fU  manned  fleet  would  render  uiineccflary.  But  fuppoling  fuch  a 
|)l.iii  inipoHihle  in  thefe  our  venal  days,  on  a  calculation,  that  funi 
ivuuld  not  come  to  fix-pence  per  head  in  the  year,  by  a  poll-taxon 
the  iiihabiiauts  of  Britain  and  Ireland.  By  the  prefent  embargo 
>11  the  irnmenfe  trade  of  this  ifland,  the  nation  TufFers  much  more 
ihun  that  fum,  in  half  the  lime  of  this  dreadful  fplutter  for  fea* 
inen,  who  are  obliged  to  keep  themfelves  in  hiding  both  from 
irade  and  from  war. 

1  could  mention  many  more  advantages  attending  this  (cbeme, 
)ut  they  wu^ld  exceed  the  bounds  of  a  letter.  If  thefe  loofe  hintt 
iiall  produce  more  proper  animadverfions  on  fb  important  a  Tub* 
K*cl,  fo  as  to  indnee  thofe  in  power  to  form  (bme  plan  to  prevent 
ihe  confufioii  and  uncertainty  of  manning  the  royal  navy,  jt  will 
|ivc  great  pleafure  to  Vouri,  &c.

^5  ''H  A'r  I  be  nominitron  of  per  Tons  fo  public  offices,  and  tbt 
JL  eleclion  of  reprefnitaiives  lo  the  great  council  of  (late,  in  any 
free  govermneni,  lliould  often  be  infiuenced  by  private  bribery 
aiul  cnirupiion,  U  a  matter  of  fuch  daily  experience,  that  it  hai 
long  fiiu'C  teafecl  to  be  Ibiprifiug.  If,  hovvever,  it  (liould  be  affirm* 
cd,  that,  ill  a  free  government,  filch  as  that  of  Britain,  where  alt 
ranks  of  men  are  perpetually,  holding  of  ihejr  liberty,  and  ever 
jealous  of  any  iiuToachinent  upon  it,  ihtre  is^a  certain  number  of 
the  members  of  the  great  national  council,  vvhofe  eleclion  into  that 
honourable  llaiiou  is  not  obtained  by  ibe  uninfluenced  choice  of 
their  electors,  nor  procured  by.  the  indirec^t  means  of.  private 
bribery  and  corruj>tio)i,  but  openly  commanded  by  the  mandate  of 
•the  p-em-r,  the  allertiou  might,  at  iiill  fight,  appear  abfurd  and 
incredible.

If,  iTjy  L— ds,  you  had  prcfervcd  the  rights  fecurcd  to  you  by 
aw,  and  had  fu]»poricd  the  true  dignity  and  independence  of  your 
)i  JcT,  by  maintaining  the  free  election  of  your  own  reprelenutives^ 
wen  the  furrendcr  of  the  rights  of  nine  tenths  of  your  number 
niglu  have  been  eafily  pardoned.  Nay,  your  iituatioiv might  have 
)een  viewed  in  no  unfavourable  light ;  and,  whether  with  regard 
u  honour  or  to  interelV,  might  have  fufifered  no  difadvantage, 
wen  upon  a  coniparilbn  With  the  condition  of  the  p— — s  of  that 
iin^dom  to  which  your  own  was  united.

tallied'  It  is  full  time  to  aflert  your  freedom,  and  to  check  at 
arbitrary  danj^trous  iifurpation.  ’  It  is  a  fufiicient  obje^ion  to  this 
new  nomination,  that  it  is  the  noiiiinatiun  of  the  m— ■  .  r,  AdJ 
luitting  it  upon  this  occafioii,  would  be  hunibly  acknowledging  tht 
indifpiitable  ligbt  of  the  m— r  to  nominate,  providing  only  hr 
names  a  perfon  legally  qualified.

J^crnicious  or  naufeous  medicines 
forced  upon  the  patient  ;  and  no  fuch  thing  as  a  clean  fiiirt  or 
clean  (beets  permiued  to  him^  J  fpeak  friim  experience,  having 
bren  treated  in  ibis  manner  n^yfeif.  Noxv,  at  this  prefcni  lime, 
the  very  rtverfe  of  all  this  treatment  is  ordered  by  every  rational 
phyiiciau.

I.  '  fefs  three  eflentinl  qualities,’  and  unite  the  character  of  a 
great  |>oliticiau  to  the  man  of  honour.  Thefe  three  qualities  con- 
fill  \n  Jhtd)\  expcricfice  and  truth.  By  the  fiifl  he  is  acquainted 
svith  pall  times,  bis  predecefTors,  and  the  real  interefl  of  pnnce3; 
bv  the  fecond  he  is  enabled  to  form  a  proper  judgment  of  what  he 
knows,  o«»d  draw  jufl  conclufions  for  his  oxvn  conduOi  ;  and  by  the 
third  he  is  always  enabled  to  fupport  his  meafures  in  the  face  of 
day  againll  his  opponerrts.  As  virtue  requires  no  falfe  glate,  fo 
found  policy  does  not  in  purfuing  the  advantages  of  a  prince, cxacl 
any  flrps  thu  infringe  upon  the  reetitude  of  fentiment,  or  ^hc 
delicacy  of  htinour  and  confeience. 

It  is  true  that  this  fort  of  politicians  are  not  at  prefeni  in  vogue; 
b»ii,  on  the  contrary,  ihofe  who  know  how  to  avail  themfelvesof 
farprife,  chicane,  and  artifice,  who  can  facfifice  faith  and  friendfhip 
to  coinpafs  their  defigns.  Thefe  are  happily  defined  by  a  cernin 
genius  in  the  following  words  :  Politicus  ejl  anivial  rationale ^bifes% 
ita  ft  rvlens  Deo^  ut  non  ojfcndat  diaboluni.  Several  great  iniiiiftc** 
«*f  the  lad  century  bore  this  character,  and  yet  fliinc  with  uncom¬ 
mon  lullre  in  hilbiry,  xvhich  ufoally  borrows  its  colouring  from  i®* 
fereft  or  prejudice,  in  the  hands  of  the  greaicfl  writers;  and  with 
inferior  authors  is  frequently  fj  dkfigiircd  as  fcarcc  to  he  rccog- 
fli^ed.

Upon  hit  landing  at  Greenwich,  wbeig 
the  coart  came  to  wait  upon  bint,  and 
lord  Oxfird  jmong  the  noraber,  he  ftn-  * 
dioofly  avoided  taking  any  notice  of  hsm« 
and  tedified  hit  refratment  by  the  cn- 
rciliu  he  brBowed  upon  the  members  of 
the  oppoEce  faction.  A  regency  bad 
been  tome  time  before  aopoiotod  to  go¬ 
vern  the  kingdom,  and  Addifon  wan 
made  fecretary.  Bolingbroke  iUll  main- 
taioed  h:t  place  of  Bate  fecretary,  hot 
fnbjccl  to  the  contempt  of  the  great, 
and  the  infulis  of  the  oseaa.  The  firft 
Bep  lakeo  by  ibem  to  m»rttfy  him.  waf 
to  order  all  letters  aod  pickets  dirt^ud 
to  the  fecretary  of  Bate,  to  be  feot  to 
Mr  Addifon  ;  fo  that  Bolingbroke  wan 
in  fa^  removed  from  bia  oAee,  that  ii^ 
the  exeeotion  of  it,  in  two  d«ys  after 
the  qneen's  death.  Bol  thli  was  noC 
the  woiB,  fjr  hit  moriifications  were 
continsally  heightened  by  the  da'dv  hn- 
naUIaiion  of  waiting  at  the  door  of  thn 
apart meot  where  the  regency  f«t,  with 
'^a  bag  in  bit  hand,  and  being  all  thn 
tinsc.  as  it  were  on  pnrpde,  expofed  t# 
the  infolowce  of  ihoTc  who  were  tempt¬ 
ed  by  their  narnral  malevolencr,  or  who 
exp^jted  to  make  their  conrt  to  ihofe  Mi 
power  by  abnfing  him. 

Upon  this  fadden  torn  of  fortonn, 
when  thn  feala  were  taken  from  him,  he 
went  ini%the  ronocry*  and  having  rn- 
ceived  a  mcCigie  from  conrt,  to  be  pre- 
fenc  when  the  firol  was  taken  from  the 
door  of  tho  fecretaryt  ofice,  k«  txcaCed 
himfclf,  oUedg^ng,  that  Co  trifling  n  c«- 
remomj  migjhc  na  well  ke  performed  by 
one  of  the  nader  fecretaries;  bnc  at  thn 
fame  time  reqnefted  the  hnnonr^of  ki^ 
fiog  Use  hinifi  hand,  tn  whom  me  teflt- 
fied  the  ntmoB  folMBifiofl.  This  re* 

anrft,  however,  was  rsje^d  with  dvf* 
ain;  the  king  kad  b^n  ungjhc  cn  re¬ 
gard  him  ns  nn  enemy,  nnd  threw  him- 
Glf  entirely  ••  the  WVigt  for  Ihfetj 
nnd  prnceainn.
